It is nothing 
to them tKit. the relief they draw 
has to be paid for by other people, 
many of whom are struggling and 
saving to keep off the lists them¬ 
selves. It makes no difference how 
much is done for them,—they thank 
no one and demand more. They in¬ 
fect others with their philosophy 
that the world o,wes them a living 
wjthout wofk or, if with work, the 
least possible, and at union wages.

If federal and provincial govern¬ 
ments had left the matter wholly to 
local districts and municipalities 
these conditions would not have be¬ 
come chronic. The local taxpayers 
would have been sufficient check, but 
they were led into unwholesome 
ways by the prospects of getting two 
dollars for every one they spent. 
These two dollars came from an in¬ 
exhaustible source—the government 
—and didn’t cost anyone anything. 
,It was easy money. The more you 
spent the more you got. That is what 
started the carnival.

Public Meeting 

Mr. Duggan, in addressing the 
public meeting, said the splitting of

depression. He urged a refinement of 
political parties into a two-party sys¬ 
tem with, broadly speaking, the Con¬ 
servative on one side and the radical 
section on the other. This would be 
a consummation of his idea when he 
proposed that the parties join Rands 
in one common cause on the floor of 
the house at the last session of leg¬ 
islature, he remarked. The idea was 
refused. He predicted that no one 
party would have a working majority 
in the next legislature and that a 
fusion of parties at that time was 
probable. He also predicted another 
provincial election within a year or 
at least two. 

The Conservative leader stressed 
the need of restoring the credit po¬ 
ison of the province by a business 
man’s administration.

This property is required to carry disproportionate 
costs oi such social services as unemployment relief, edu¬ 
cation, health, old age pensions and mother’s allowances. 
Inese services are in the main national in character, and 
tqe great drain on municipal resources is “devastating,” 
says the ■resolution.

Both'these parties have in the last! 
few days issued election manifestoes 
or programs. These are too long ev¬ 
en to summarize adequately in this 
weekly digest, but I am presenting 
here the main sentiments and prom¬ 
ises on Canada’s major public issues:

. • Must be abolished and . replaced by 
a new social order—a planned and

ters, reforestation projects, rural 
electrification. The Stevens’ party 
insists that all public works under¬ 
taken- should be designed to serve 
public needs—wherever possible they 
should be self-sustaining. Specifically 
promised are: completion of the trans 
Canada highway, highways from 
southern boundary to national parks, 
development of tourist resources, 
country-wide reforestation, removal
